Caracas, Sunday. Dec. 13.—Via Port 


of Spain, Dec. 14.—The news of the 
capture of the Venezuelan coast guard 
ship Alexis by the Dutch cruiser Geld- 
erland last Saturday, became known 
in Carasas this morning. A big crow/ 
at once assembled in the Plaze Bolivar 
and demonstrated in support of the 
government. A decree issued by Act- 
ing President Gomez places the repub- 
lic in a state of defense. 


The captain of the Alexis, who came 


ashore at Puerto Cabcllo, has sent up 
to Caracas the communication handed 
him by the Dutch officer, who came on 
board from the Gelderland. This note 
is as follows: 


"On board the truiser Gelderland, 


December 12. 


"Her majesty, the queen of Holland; 


has given orders for her warships tem- 
porarily to sequesterato and embargo 
all Venezuelan government vessels 
This is a retaliatory measure. \Ve de 
mand that you lower your flag anc 
surrender your sliip and your persons 
to the commander of the Gelderland 
All resistance will be useless. 
If.you 


' resist the result will be the loss o 


your vessel and death to many of you 


(Signed) 


"Second Lieutenant Boiuar." 


Acting President Gomez issued a de 


creo today in which he relates the cap 
ture of the Alexis, after which, he de 
Clares:

A crowd of citizens, including a 


large number of students, went to the 
office of El Constitcional, the organ of 
President Castrofi and indulged in a 
counter demonstration. The feeling 
of this crowd were plainly hostile to 
Castro and to the steps taken by Go- 
mez. 
A pitched battled ensued be- 


tween the employes of the paper and 
the crowd on the streets. Many shots 
were exchanged and the flghting last- 
ed for five minutes. 
Several men 


were wounded and one has since died.

Report of Water Section of 


Inland Waterways 


Commission. 


Washington. Dec. 14.—The statistics 


vhleh liavo been swtherod during the 
last six months on the use of water for 
all purposes in the I'uitei! States, un- 
der the direction of Representative 
Theodore E. Burton, of Ohio, chairman 
of the inland waterways commission, 
which forms the section of waters of 
the national conservation commission. 
show possibilities of immense savings 
by a more economical utilization of 
the available supply of water. Some 
of the more Interesting parts of this 
report follow: 


What We Have. 


The sole source of our fresh water 


Is rainfall (Including snow.) 
From 


this source our running, standing and 
ground waters are derived. The hatj- 
liability of the 
country depends on 


these waters. The quantity of rain- 
fall, including the rainfall on water 
areas is 215,ooo,ftOO,Oun,ooO cubic feet. 
Of the total rainfall, over half is evap- 
orated; about a third flows into the 
sea; the remaining sixth is either con- 
sumed or absorbed.

Dainel P. Baldwin, former attorney 
general of Indiana, distinguished as a 
financier, lecturer and traveler, trus- 
tee of Wabash college and prominent 
as a politician, dropped dead yester- 
day at his home. Disclosures In con- 
nection with his private banks at 
Goodland, Fowler and Ambia, Ind., 
coupled with indictments for embez- 
zlement returned in Newton county 
Nov. 5, it is charged, were directly re- 
sponsible for the failure of his health. 
Apoplexy was given as the cause of 
death. 


Banks operated by Judge Baldwin 


and W. H. Dague were closed a year 
ago by State Auditor Billheimer, it be- 
ing alleged deposits were used to 
finance investments in Arkansas tim- 
ber land. Judge Baldwin was releas- 
ed on bond after the Indictment. For 
a year he had been striving to clear up 
his bank affairs. 


Judge Baldwin's political activities 


were for the republican party in every 
campaign from I860 to 1892. In 1SSO 
he was a candidate for the republican 
nomination for judge of the supreme 
court, being defeated. His speech ac- 
cepting the defeat after so prolonged 
and intcn'se a struggle -thrilled the 
convention so that it inirrjediately 
nominated him for attorney general, i 
to which office he was elected along \ 
with Governor Porter and the remain- 
der of the ticket. 


Quits Political Work. 


In 1902, through a misunderstanding 


with 
President Harrison, 
Baldwin 


j withdrew his support from the ticket 


and started a stumping tour which! 
came to an abrupt close through an j 
injurious phrase used in reference to 
foreign labor at Milwaukee. He was 
withdrawn from the list of democratic 
orators. 
He took no active part in 


politics after this, but later resumed 
his alignment 
with 
the republican 


party.' 


Judge Baldwin's banking interests 


extended to a number of towns in Indi- 
ana where he was interested in banks' 
or realty investments. 
Through the j 


closing of two of his banks and the re- j 
suiting disclosures his fortune was 
battered: He was active up -to the 
day of his death, however, in trying 
o clear the tangle in which the banks 
lad become involved. 


• The statement is made by Intimate 
riends that Judge Baldwin's death 
was directly due to worry over these 
business affairs and the state Investi- 
gation which brought about the dis- 
closures. Had it been delayed a few 
weeks, they say, it would have shown 
conditions in the Baldwin banks unim- 
paired. 


In a will made some time ago a 


arge portion of the fortune Judge 
Baldwin then possessed is said to have 
been left as endowment to Wabash 
college. It is not now believed that 
Judge Baldwin, who was at one time 
rated the wealthiest man in the coun- j 
ty, left a large estate, and it is not. 
believed the bequest to Wabash col- i 
lege will be available. Judge Baldwin 
was to have delivered an address at 
the college Tuesday. 


Native of New York. 


Daniel Pratt Baldwin was born in 


Madison county, New York, in. 1837, 
his parents, 
Hiram 
and Harriet 


(Pratt) Baldwin, being descendants of 
early .settlers of New England. 
His 


early years were spent on a farm. 
His education began 
in the public 


schools, was continued in Cazenovia 
academy and Madison university. He 
was graduated 
from 
Columbia Law 


school in 1860, being the first honor 
man sent out in the first class of law- 
yers by Prof. T. W. Dwight. 


He was so close a student that on 


the evening when Abraham Lincoln 
delivered his speech at Cooper insti-

D., Wabasb col- 
lege later conferring the same de- 
gree. 


Gives Time to Writing. 


Judge Baldwin was a writer, but 


most of his works were in the form 
of lectures, newspaper editorials or 


letters of travel. 
In obtaining ma- 


terial for the latter he had- traveled 
over the entire world. He was for 
many years proprietor of the Logans- 
port Journal 
and 
his contributions 


have been published in Indianapolis 
newspapers since the early days of 
the Indianapolis Journal. His library 
was one of the most extensive private 
collections owned by any individual 
in the state. He founded the Tuesday 
Night club, a literary organization 
that .for fourteen years had much in- 
fluence In Logansriort. 


For many years the Baldwin prize 


for oratory has been one of the most 
coveted honors conferred by Wabash 
college. The Baldwin club, organized 
by him for the encouragement of ora- 
tory and research, helped a number of 
young men to prominence in legal and 
educational fields, and he. uded a 
number of young men in obtaining col- 
legiate training. 


Mr. Baldwin's wife,' Mrs. India 


Baldwin, died May I, 189S, and he 
lived alone among his books in a mag- 
nificent home here, except for the com- 
panionship of his nece, Miss India 
Ransdall. It- is believed he had no 
living relative nearer than eleven 
nephews and nieces.

York's 
underworld;

John G. Hallimond, superintend- 


ent of the mission: John Land, his 
first assistant; James Hunt, who has 
charge of the employment bureau of 
the mission, which has provided places 
for 2,000 men during the past year, 
and Dr. Charles Vincent Herdliska, 
sociological worker, formed a recep- 
tion committee. 


Diplomat Mission Aid. 


Dr. Herdliska, who was former con- 


sul general to Peru, and.former sec- 
retary of the United States embassy 
at Vienna, is a scholar, traveler and 
diplomat, and is now one of the most 
earnest of the mission workers.
